Gang, 

I have received numerous emails correcting my post about how you can 
easily change the impedance of an antenna to anything you want (true), 
how you can make a long-wire achieve gain (true), etc. 


The main intent of the post was to get it reflected back to the original 
poster, on the SARA amateur radio astronomy group. I have assisted many 
people over the years who have tried to build an amateur radio telescope 
in their back yard, and know the problems. Few have an understanding of 
electronics or antennas. To them, a long-wire antenna runs from the 
corner of the house to a tree, end fed. It's hard to explain impedance 
matching, how to make or obtain a balun, etc. Most hams/QRPers know these 
fundamentals of antennas and impedance matching schemes, most people 
trying to build an amateur radio telescope (usually for a science fair 
project or a science teacher-class room project) don't. Instructing them 
to build a tuned dipole antenna, coax fed for some reasonable impedance 
match is the easiest shot to ensure they experience some success, that is, 
an antenna with minimal losses. 


I feel it important to keep the information on QRP-L of highest quality 
possible, and I xdox appreciate the email from those who thought I had 
mislead some by making it sound it was impossible to make an antenna work 
at 377 ohms or a long-wire have gain. My comments were really aimed at 

a slightly different audience than QRP-L, but felt the additional radio 


astronomy information might be interesting to some on this group. Your 
comments and corrections were indeed correct from our point of view. 


Several also pointed out the sun is the loudest celestial source on HF, 
and I had omitted it. This is not really true, as the sun is really a 
weak signal source on HF, at least BELOW the MUF. Think of it this way: 
Right now the MUF is around 22MHz. So if we transmit a signal at 22MHz 
or BELOW, it will be reflected back to earth by the E and F layers. 

The majority of radio energy coming from the sun below 22MHz will likewise 
bounce off the E and F layers back into space. Very little of the energy 
will pass through to the earths surface. Of course, solar energy above 
22MHz will pass through to the earth at various levels of attenuation. 
This is why the solar flux is measured at 2880 MHz, as it is one of the 
first windows where solar radiation normally experiences no attenuation. 
The few radio sources that can be detected on HF, Cas-A, galactic center, 
etc. are normally monitored by amateurs above 18MHz, that is, above the 
MUF during evening hours. 


We do experience elevated noise levels during daylight hours. This is not 
solar "noise" or radiation directly, but more due to the sun causingnoise 
from atmospheric heating (indirectly). 


Radio astronomy is an interesting science in itself, and while it has many 
similarities to shortwave communications as we understand it, it also has 
many differences (or at least from a different point of view). Again, 
thanks to those who emailed me or posted clarifications on qrp-l as I did 
not mean to mislead those who read it from the QRP antenna point of view.

AMEN. But I would add that if the caller is truly calling >500Hz off 
the Fox frequency 2 or 3 calls are no problem, at least for me. But it 
is important to listen between each call. Heck the Fox may be calling 
YOU! ;-) 


> >The other OP involved suggested that I send some sort of negative 
QSL,

> You can send that, but it isn't worth it.

Agreed, NACKs are a waste of time when you're trying to work a large 
pack. 


> So, if you are having trouble getting a fill, persist in asking.

If the other station has left the frequency, strike the 
QSO -- 

> his loss.

I think each situation warrants it's own treatment. In the case of 
weak sigs or QSB fade it might be best to abandon the QSO attempt. Not 
getting a QSL and hearing CQ, QRZ... is the callers cue to try latter. 
OTOH If the station can be heard, but QRM is a problem, then what you 
suggest is warranted. (I've done that a lot in various QRP contests, 


and it works well) 


> One hint: I found several instances in both this week and last week 
where 

> foxes were answering stations BELOW their transmit frequency. (In 
fact, I 

> worked a couple that way) Don't do this. If you keep all the foxes 
ABOVE 

> your transmit frequency, then they are less likely to fall across

Several folks contacted me directly asking that I post to the list some 
of the better suggestions I received, others asked for more details. 
Since this seems to have more general interest than I had thought, I'll 
try and summarize. 


Currently the shack is in my son's bedroom. Feedline is RG-58 running up 
into the attic via a small hole in the far back of the closet. Why here? 
First, try and interest my son in the hobby (he took the tech exam in 
June: missed by 2 questions); second, he's a teenager--can sleep thru 
anything, especially my calling him to wake up for school! Doesn't seem 
to mind my seeking fox pelts in the night (I use earphones). Putting the 
shack here provides a very short run of feedline to the dipole as well. 


Bedrooms are on second floor, and dipoles (10m and 40m) are in the peak 
of the roof, some 36+ feet above ground. Results for both have been 
great, and other than roofing nails, not much else up in the attic to 
affect the rf. Shortly after getting the 10m homebrew dipole up into the 
attic, I fired up my used TS-180S on an extended lunch break and worked 
the Canary Islands. It was a good solar flux day, but still! 


Movng the shack is desired for several reasons, not the least of which 
is allowing additional antenna possibilities. Some have taken my 
reference to the attic dipoles as prefering them. Not at all---just that 
when the shack moves down below, it will be awhile before I get a 
workable outdoor antenna in place. The dipoles have been remarkably 
efficient and I will want to continue to have access to them in the 
future. 


Many good and solid warnings about dropping coax down a chimney box. 
Among the better is the flamable character of the coax jacket and the 
probability that putting anything in the box would be in violation of 


firecode. One person pointed out that there are probably firestops in 
the box (there is one) and penetrating that with anything would 
compromise its function unless the hole was completely filled in with 
fire retardent foam. These have been sobering and appropriate cautions. 
Since the box is open in the attic, and there is such a large amount of 
room inside the box, it seemed like a solution to get the feedline down 
to the basement. Looks like any other option is better! 


Mike Yetsko offered what looks like the best solution for this house: 
checking around the wastewater vent pipes for space to drop some coax 
down. I'll be assessing that option out this weekend. Others offered 
some really good ways of snaking feedline down thru closets, along 
ductwork, thru laundry chutes (don't have one but its a good idea), etc. 
Proper cautions included staying away from any areas that would get 
really warm and staying far away from any other wiring in the house. 
This latter both to reduce rfi (going either way) and possible 
interaction when lightning strikes. 


Thanks to all for some very good and creative ideas!

Sometimes, you can listen to the fox and find a pattern in 
how they are working the pack.

Another little trick is to move yourself around in the pack 
a bit. If you aren't having success after a couple go arounds, 
move yourself up/down 100 Hz., and try again. Hanging out 
around the edges of the pack, frequencywise, is also a strategy 
that can work pretty well. The more the pack is spread out, it 
seems, the better these strategies work. 


In a closely spaced pack, you have to resort to "time 
diversity", i.e. trying to inject your call ina lull. This can be 
dangerous, though, as it can lead to a never-ending string 
of tail-enders, wanting to be the last one transmitting. A 
somewhat better approach is to wait a 1-5 seconds before 
jumping into the fray. 


If conditions permit, it's useful to have your RX set so 
that you can hear both the fox and the pack. Pays to be 
aware of what's going on. :-) Also, if you can spot yourself 
in the passband in relation to the other hounds, you can move 
when it seems like too many are bunched up on a particular 
frequency. 


The objective, in the end, is to do something to distinguish 
your signal from the rest sufficiently that the fox can pick you out 
of the din. 


On the other hand, conditions may be such that no matter 
what you try, it doesn't work. At thest times, I'll just sit back and 
listen for awhile, say 10-15 minutes, and see if the fox's signal 
strength/QSB rate changes. If he builds in strength, or steadies 
out, time to get back in. If he doesn't change, maybe call a couple 
times and take another break. If he drops, well, it's time to wait 
some more. :-) He might build later, or he might go away completely. 
Just sit tight. :-) 


If you can hear the pack, but not the fox, again, it's time to just 
post yourself in a likely spot and wait. Don't succumb to the 
temptation to join the fray anyhow. Oldest axiom in radio: "You 
can't work 'em if you can't hear 'em". :-) One-way propagation 


isn't exactly unheard of, and the fox xmayx be able to hear you, 
but if you can't hear him, and he spends time trying to work you, 
it holds up the proceedings, when the fox could be thinning out 
the rest of the pack instead. 


One other tip/trick: If the pack seems too large at the start 
of the hunt, give it a half hour, and come back. If your station isn't 
as well-equiped, you're running lower power, etc., it saves frustration 
to sit back and wait for the pack to thin out some. The "big guns" 
will get worked in short order, and they'll be gone. Your odds are 
better when you don't have to try and compete with a slew of them. :-) 


All this comes from my experiences in last year's hunts. I 
worked the summer hunts with about 300 mW, and if I could hear 
the fox, I'd get him. I got 50% of the pelts to be had. Had an antenna 
that wasn't the best, either, but I learned how to play the game to my 
advantage. My system couldn't quite cut the mustard in the winter 
hunts, but I did manage 3 pelts with 300 mW anyhow. Once I got 
my power up over a watt, I had better success, but that was more a 
function of antenna performance (or lack thereof! :-) than anything. :-) 


I hope the folks out there find some of this of use! :-) Good hunting!

What I observed was also a significant effect at the fundamental. 
The waveform is fairly square on the input side of the bead, 

and closer to sinusoidal on the the other, which I assumed to 

be the removal of some of the closer order harmonics. I was 
suprised to see this, as now the input to the FET is now more 
linear, instead of the square wave I thought it would be. 

Paul, your comment about how the later ‘direct drive' 38S power 
mod resulted in class C makes sense, this is exactly what it 
looks like. The next test I should do is harmonic output with 
and without the bead, if you think it's effect is negligable. 


> I also echo the post from Wayne NB6M. His 5W amplifier, intended for 
> the SMK-1, is a nice general-purpose PA for about any rig. 


Yes, I have that, but haven't characterized it yet. It is 
implied that it relies on additional filtering from the 
SMK-1, where the 38S is complete. Trying to minimize some 
of the design variables the first time out. (i.e. it works, 
so don't mess with it.) 


My project is to build an SMD QRP TX, but not the usual flea 
power stuff like the TT2. Instead of the IRF510 I found a 

100V FET in a TO-236 package I think will be close to the 510 

in output (CW duty cycle). The first pass is xtal, next version 
will use either VXO or VFO from a companion RX. Gotta start 
somewhere, I'm a ‘digital' guy but have an affinity for things 
QRP. I really like the concept and implementation of the 38S, 
perhaps I will do an SMD version of that too. No reason that 
couldn't £it on a PCB 1/2 the size it is now. And maybe 

deal with the high side image problem at the same time. 


I do my own PCB layout and fabrication at home and would really 
like to get my feet wet doing some QRP projects. Been doing 
SMD work professionally for nearly 15 years, I think this is 

an area hams should focus on more. So I want to put my money 
where my mouth is and start building some SMD QRP rigs and 

show it's not as intimidating as some folks make it out to be. 


While I'm here, got another question. What makes a good 
T/R diode? Is it high forward drop, junction capacitance, 
the forward bias current, or ? The 38S uses 1N4007's, why 
not 914's? Given the typical voltages and currents a T/R 
diode sees, it's not clear to me what makes one better than 
another. Thanks again for helping me out.

Good Day, 


I have been reading the digest for several months and have enjoyed most of 
the comments. Some topics really do get out of hand, but that is true on any 
list. 


Just this year I have become "reactived" into ham radio and am currently building 
the Elecraft K1. I was working QRP with a Heathkit HW8 left over from 20 years 
ago on 40 meters and sometimes on 15 meters. I gave the HW8 to a young ham 

who really wanted one and bought the K1. I now have no working rig, bummer. 

I'm not too far from finishing the K1, I hope no later than August. 


I have been interested in the posts on various bands of choice: such as QRP/CW 

on 2 meters and all the posts on 6 meter CW. I was working ten meters QRP/CW 

for quite a few years, but not recently. I no longer have a rig that has ten meter 
capability. I have been searching the QST archives and found several circuits in 
PDF format to download. I'm still waiting for a reprint article by W7ZOI for 
review. Too bad Elecraft doesn't offer a 10 meter band kit. I asked and was told 
it had never been tested and wasn't available. 


At this point in time I am trying to put together something for ten meters. I know 
I could just buy a commercial rig, but I would rather buy a kit or just build from 
plans. The original reason for this post is to ask for help finding a kit or 
circuits 

for ten meter CW transmitters or transceivers. (Please, no tube articles, hi) 
Maybe 

someone has worked out the details for converting one of the TenTec kits to ten? 


One of the factors that resparked my interest in ham radio was this list. Each day 
I would read the comments about someone just working some DX and others 

building rigs and sharing ideas. It was just like when I was a novice, I was part 
of a large group of just licensed hams. We called each other with what we thought 


was exciting news. Just working a JA or VK was big news. I have always kept my 
license renewed and updated, but had the idea that I would be active again when I 
had the time or when things settled down. Now in my mid-50s, I don't want to wait 
for that unknown time or events that make life better. I was a novice at 13 and I 
didn't wait then. 


My only drawback is my lease doesn't allow any outside antennas. I have been 
working on a ZL Special for 15 meters in the attic. I had room for a 3 element 
beam, 
but had too much trouble with all the wiring destroying the pattern. The ZL seems 
like a better choice with both elements driven. Less chance of decoupling. My 
orientation is north-south and that's a good pattern for my QTH in Tampa. I have 
also been trying to find ideas for antennas that can be put up and taken down in 
a few minutes and are small enough to fit into my utility room. I thought I could 
put up something for 30 or 40 meters at night and take it down again before the 
landlord sees it. 


I know the best band for DX has always been 20 meters. I tried several times to 
work 20, but always someone would start calling CQ on top of me while calling 

CQ. This was always a "very" strong station and sending about 80wpm. I felt 

like I was standing in the middle of a freeway. I couldn't imagine trying QRP 
there. 

I see by the post though that many of you work 20/QRP with success. I applaud 
your effort, it's something I have never been able to do. I have had years of fun 
on 

many other bands, but never went back to get run over. I spent 2 years in Ethiopia 
and used 20 almost every night, even RTTY. It's a different band in that part of 
the 

world. 


Well, I need to get back to the soldering. The K1 is moving along and a WM-2 
wattmeter is almost finished. Now, you guys play nice and look out for me on the 
air, I have a lot to say.

Hey Bruce, 


> There is a much larger reason why Joel's idea will not work, at least at 
> present and as far as I am concerned for the foreseeable future. 


This is very doable and has been doable for many, many years. 


Joel's explanation is known as an "Expert System," which has 


been in use for around 30 years or so. 


> Programming a computer to both tune the receiver and copy CW is one of 
> the most difficult things you can do. 


For stupid people, I'd have agree with this statement :%). 
Clarification: a person capable of writing this type of 

code wouldn't waste their time setting up a system like 
this. Also, using a single processor to try and automate the 
setup is where these idiots are making their mistake. 

This is a multi-processor solultion. That is, the same 

type of setup that the dudes at the SETI league or SCADA 
professionals would use. 


Multiple demodulation/processor setups would scan the 

band. When they find a signal, they'd try to demodulate 

it and see if they can match the code that's being picked 

up with a known database of ham lingo, callsigns, etc. 

Once it has locked onto the signal via valid demodulation, 

the computer tries to make a contact. If successful, it is 
logged for duping proposes, etc., and tells the other computers 
doing the exact same thing on different frequencies that the 
station has been worked. 


I guess you could also have a mode where all the processors 
(computers) would jump to a given frequency, pan around, and 
help one of the other computers correctly demodulate a signal 
that is surrounded by QRM. As a matter of fact, you could even 
further enhance the overall system by using Neural Networking 
and have the processors learn what they're doing and teaching 
them to avoid particular pitfalls. Hmmm. Actually, one setup 
would probably wind up being 3 computers per frequency of 
operation to really be affective. 


Now, as I stated, this is not rocket science. This is very 

easily done. I give this idea freely to the public and place 

it in the public domain. Now, everyone out their reading 

this PLEASE show this explanation to someone that is stupid 

enough to waste valuable time contesting and writing contesting-type 
software, and then they'll help to further the waste of valuable 

RF specturm, cause mayhem on the bands, and maybe the FCC 

will FINALLY abolilsh contesting on the airways :%). We can 

only hope! LOL! :4%) 


> I will not say it wouldn't yield to a dedicated effort by 
> programmers. However, if a programmer could do 

> it he would be making so much money in industry that

Right on, Bruce. You win the prize, bro! :%)

of money doing this :%). And we're doing this 
wearing old bluejeans, tee shirts with holes 
in them, and old, smelly sneakers :%).

Try this. Write a flow chart of the actions necessary to have a semi 
intelligent QSO with another station.

Well, it is very trivial, Bruce :%). We use this type of coding 
in the industry on a daily basis. They even have dedicated 
processing environments that use Fast Fourier Transformations 
to help with filtering and demodulation. If anyone is interested 
in knowing more about these tactics, go to Schlumberger's 

site and ask around. I don't know if anyone there will give 

you any answers, but they'll at least tell you where you need 

to look up the generic info. 


Now here's the kicker. A setup like this would probably 

cost around -- Hmmmm. Guess -- $50,000.00 to implement. 

Most of the cost would be paying multiple programmers so 

that it comes out in a decent time frame. Hmmm. Actually, more 
like $100,000.00 would be more on the mark :%). 


This would probably be a good system to try out ona 
Linux Beowolf Cluster, though, and you could save some 
money using that type of setup. OTOH -- and here's the 
death nail! -- to use this type of setup in ham radio for 
contesting would be a huge waste of money. A research 


scientist could garner some valuable information doing 

this, though, and might be able to convince his university 
to pay for a setup like this. (Shrug.) It could also be done 
in the not-to-distant future cheaply. That's probably around
